The  paper  and  bind- 
ing are  good.  The  printed  page 
does  not  present  an  attractive  ap- 
pearance. The  type  'is  too  heavy 
and  the  page  too  narrow,  being 
only  the  width  of  one  column  in 
the  Western  Recorder.  The  body  of 
the  work  is  divided  into  fifteen 
chaptera,  but  there  is  no  index  to 
show  this,  and  the  work  has  no 
preface.  The  introduction  is  writ- 
ten by  Rev.  T.  T.  Eaton,  D.D.,  and 
i4  well  done.  There  is  an  appendix 
te  the  book  of  tbirty-tbree  pagoe. 
Ih  this  the  author  gives  “the  testi- 
mony of  the  living  scholars  of  the 
Church  of  England  to  immersion.'’ 
The  appendix  itself  is  a clear  and 
strong  vindication  of  immersioo, 
and  is  worth  the  whole  price  of  the 
book.  The  author  is  a fine  com- 
piler, a close  observer,  and  has 
mado  a strong  presentation  of  the 
subject  in  hand.  He  doals  fear- 
lessly with  “ tho  Jestey  Church  Her 
otds”  and  ‘‘the  Kiffin  manuscript." 
Having  spent  some  time  in  Eng- 
land, and  being  a close  and  critical 
student,  bis  conclusions  are  entitled 
to  no  mean  consideration.  Dr. 
Christian  has  really  performed  a 
valuable  service  for  the  denomina- 
tion.

Both  the  occasion  and  the  limit* 
of  lira*  forbid  that  I ahoald  at- 
tempt an  addreaa  of  the  formal 

n tractor  usual  at  the  opening*  of 
the  seminary.  I aak  your  atten- 
tion briefly  to  a consideration  of 
the  topic,  “The  Seminary  Ideal*,” 
aad  thia  can  be  dealt  with  in  only 
a partial  manner. 

The  seminary  ia  an  inatitntion  of 
tacred  learning,  established  for  the 
training  of  men  who  expect  to 
preaoh  the  Gospel.  A*  an  institu- 
tion of  thia  character,  it  baa  sever- 
al adaptations.  The  firat  is  to  the 
needs  of  the  Baptist  denomination; 
the  eorond^to  the  needs  of  the  Bap- 
tist denomination  of  the  Sooth,  al- 
thoegb  it  i«  not  a sectional  school 
in  nny  unworthy  sens#;  and  third, 
to  the  needs  of  the  times  in  which 
we  live  and  the  ends  of  the  King- 
dom of  God J, 

That  which  inepiree  it*  inteliect- 
aai  *nd  spiritual  aim*,  that  aroond 
whiem  it*  curriculum  ie  organised 
and  toward  which  all  ita  etadie* 
converge,  that  which  conatitnte* 
the  pledge  of  ita  safe  and  gradual 
realisation  of  the  will  of  God  on 
earth  within  the  sphere  of  its 
work  Is  the  impregnable  rock  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures. 

In  order  to  realise  these  general 
ideals,  it  stands  in  particulnr,  first, 
for  a principle  of  oomprehenaion. 
It  provides  a scheme  of  studies  for 
men  ia  every  grade  of  general  ed- 
ucation, and  thus  it  accomplishes 
fotr  thing*  ; It  recognises  snd  re- 
bates its  work  to  the  Deeds  of  its 
satire  constituency  ail  over  the 
Booth ; it  provide*  a school  baaed, 
not  upon  Baropean,  but  American 
ideal*,  not  the  aristocratic,  but  the 
democratic  conception  ; it  barmon 
iaea  with  one  of  the  moat  potent 
tendencies  iu  the  general  education 
of  too  day,  the  grotvth  of  the  elec- 
tive principle;  and  it  exalts  the  di 
vine  call  to  the  ministry  and  the 
spiritual  standard  as  fundamentals 
in  th#  qualification  for  the  sacre<( 
ofllce.  A*  a further  particular  id 
the  realisation  of  iu  ideal*,  rt 
aton'd*  for  certain  fixed  and  defi- 
nite teachings.  In  an  age  of  doc- 
trinal anreat,  it  is  fortunate  that 
the  school  is  anchored  to  the  great 
and  etarnai  realities  and  trium- 
phant certainties  of  doctrine,  be 
yond-'the  reach  of  influences  either 
within  or  without,  to  ehake  it 
Some  one  has  said  the  ooat-of-arms 
of  the  present  age  ie  an  interroga- 
tion point  rampant  above  the  pros- 
trate tornj*  of  three  Bishops,  or 
doabt  exultant  over  dogma.  It  is 
not  the  hnsinese  of  a theological 
•enuoary  to  furnish  that  ooat-oi- 


arms.  There  is  no  occasion  for  an 
agnostic  attitude  on  the  qnestion 
of  the  incarnation  and  the  atone- 
ment and  other  great  verities  of 
the  Christian  faith.  The  Chris- 
tian ages  have  won  ior  us  the  right 
to  utter  some  things  with  the  fall- 
ing inflection. 

STANDS  roa  CHRISTIAN  SCHOLARSHIP 
In  the  next  place  the  seminary 
stands  ior  the  truest  and  best 
Christian  scholarship.  The  Chris- 
tian need  not  fear  to  apply  the 
term  scientific  to  Christian  scholar- 
ship.  The  real  strength  of  tho 
scientific  spirit  lies  in  iU  pica  for 
facts,  and  in  ao  far  as  that  plea  is 
sincere  it  leads  by  a straight  and 
short  road  toward  the  most  perva- 
sive and  dominant  fact  in  Western 
Civilization,  Jesus  Christ,  the  in- 
carnate Son  of  God,  an  ever-pres- 
ent, living  reality  in  the  life  of  to- 
day. In  time  past  men  departed 
from  the  Bible  by  way  of  science, 
or  rather  by  way  of  a scientific  ab 
solutism.  To-day,  by  the  way  of 
science,  they  are  returning  to  tho 
Bible.  A recent  writer  has  said 


abound  more  and  more  ijt  know- 
ledge and  all  discernment.  There 
are  many  byway*  and  peril*  whioh 
beset  the  conrse  of  schqlarship, 
and  sometimes  by  exalting  learn- 
ing for  its  own  sake  it  boftnmes  a 
circle  which  begins  anywhere  aud 
everywhere  and  eads  nowhere,  or 
it  becomes  an  attorney  for  *n  anti- 
supernatural interpretation  of 
Christianity,  or  it  spins  njebuloua 
and  vapid  theories  from  the  depths 
of  its  own  consciousness.  To  avoid 
those  perils  true  Christian  scholar- 
ship  will  ever  seek  to  be  rpveront, 
humble,  teachable;  accurate,  pa- 
tiont,  laborious;  candid,  believing, 
tearless;  judicial,  constructive- 
evangelical. 

A REDEMPTIVE  PURPOSB. 

And  this  leads  mo  in  t|e  next 
place  to  say  that  the  Seminary 
stands  for  a scholarship  whifch  shall 
be  %nder  the  sway  of  a redemptive 
purpose.  By  redemptive  jjrarpose 
I do  not  mean  to  limit  my  language 
to  the  type  of  evangelism!'  which 
makes  the  doctrine  of  justification 
nd  regeneration  the  be-all  and  the

that  nothing  is  more  certain  than  | end  all  of  effort  These  are  jibe  ab 


that  the  next  step  in  physical 
sciencs  will  bo  the  recognition  ot 
the  spiritual  facts  which  lie  behind 
the  world  and  life.  The  biologist 
and  ohemist  have  tunneled  through 
the  material  sphere  in  tho  dark  un- 
til they  stand  at  tho  gates  of  the 
eternal  city  itself.  Scholarship 
may  be  used  to  advance  the  faith  err 
destroy  it.  The  anarchist  puts 
dynamito  under  the  palaco  to  de- 
stroy it;  the  builder  makes  use  of 
the  dynamito  to  detach  the  marble 
from  the  quarry  that  he  may  con- 
struct it  into  a palace.  Scholarship 
ia  the  hands  of  the  theological  an. 
archist  ia  one  thing;  in  the  hands 
of  the  theological  architect  it  is 
quite  another. 

Christian  scholarship  accepts  the 
Bible  ae  the  only  sufficient  and  au- 
thoritative rule  of  faith  and  prac- 
tice ae  ita  starting  point,  and  its 
pleasing  task  is  to  ask  and  answer 
the  queetion,  “What  are  its  con- 
tents, and  what  the  application  of 
those  contents  to  the  life  of  men  ?" 
To  declare  that  oar  fathers  have 
settled  nothing  in  their  study  of 
the  Bible  is  to  blight  the  hope  of 
ever  attaining  certainty,  and  to 
eliminate  God  and  the  Holy  Spirit 
from  Christian  history.  But  to 
maintain  that  the  fathers  discover- 
ed all  the  troth  there  ia  in  the  Scrip- 
tnree  ia  to  lower  the  Bible  to  the 
level  of  a human  production,  to  ig- 
nore the  laws  of  progressive  men- 
tal action,  repudiate  the  teaching 
of  Christ  that  the  order  of  the 
Kingdom  is  first  the  blade,  then 
the  ear,  then  the  fall  corn  in  the 
ear,  and  to  render  obsolete  tho 
command  of  the  apostle  that  we 


solntely  essential  truths  for  intro- 
ducing redemption  when  viewed  as 
the  initial  act  of  tho  spiritual  life 
into  the  individual  heart  unjdertbo 


power  of  the  spirit  of  Go<| 
until  the  conscience  of  the 
is  educated  in  its  civil  and 
relation*,  in  philanthropy  afj 
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society — until  Christian  mjfen  are 
led  to  grasp  the  burning  q'’|stions 
of  onr  manifold  life  with  all  their 
moral  demands,  the  fullness  of  the 
redemptive  purpose  is  not  rcklized. 

So  that  all  scholarship  ia  to  be 
consecrated  to  such  redemptive 
purpose.  The  clue  to  the  Bible  is 
to  be  found  in  the  organization  ot 
its  material  aronnd  a redejnptive 
end  Irom  the  first  book  in  which 
the  tree  of  life  is  given  aid  for- 
feited to  the  last  in  which  it  is  re- 
stored. Its  omissions  and  jits  in- 
clusions are  to  be  nnderstoo^  in  the 
light  of  iU  purpose.  Iu  partial 
disclosures  in  the  early  Stages,  its 
gradual  progress  toward  ttje  full 
revelation  in  Christ,  iu  pauses  and 
delays,  its  urgent  haste,  its  pathos 
and  iu  poetry,  its  history  afcd  its 
forms  of  worship-all  theso  things 
in  the  unfolding  of  the  sacreifistory 
revolve  around  the  deepest  [of  all 
tho  practical  problems  of  jprovi- 
dence  and  life;  namely,  the  t*«k  of 
the  Divine  love  and  purposeito  re- 
deem and  sanctify  and  glorify,  men, 
endowed  with  freedom  and  blinded 
to  their  own  highest  destinjf,  and 
buffeting  the  heavenly  love  as  it 
seeks  them  in  the  thunders  of 
Sinai  and  the  unspeakable  pathos 
of  Gethsemane  and  Calvary.  - 
A very  atriking  fact  is  th«t  the 


men  who  stand  highest  in  culturo 
in  the  Bible  are  tho  men  in  whom 
we  witness  tho  most  conspicuous 
manifestation  of  the  redemptive 
purpose.  We  find  Moses,  who  was 
learned  in  all  the  wisdom  of  the 
Egyptians,  uttering  the  tragio  and 
desperate  prayer  of  spiritual  yearn- 
ing: '‘Blot  mo  out  of  thy  book  of 

life,  but  forgive  thy  people;’* 
David,  who  wears  t|ie  triple  crown 
ol  literary,  military  and  kingly 
pre  eminence,  sounds  the  great 
deep  of  the  redemptive  music  of 
the  human  heart,  whother  in  male- 
diction upon  evil,  Or  the  language 
of  contrition,  or  in  exuberant  joy 
of  spiritual  freedom,  insight  and 
attainment  ; Isaiah,  who  most  fully 
and  profoundly  of  all  Old  Testa- 
ment saints  graspod  by  anticipa- 
tion the  significance  of  tbo  cross 
and  the  suffering  of  the  Messiah, 
was  a man  who,  fof  literary  form 
and  skill,  stands  unrivalled  almost 
in  the  Old  Testament;  and  Paul, 
learned  above  all  his  Jewish  con- 
temporaries, caught  on  the  tide  of 
this  rt-d.  mption  passion  in  Christ, 
utters  in  the  strong  language  of  his 
ardent  soul  : “I  have  great  sorrow 
and  unceasing  pain  in  ray  heart  for 
my  brethren's  sake-" 


SOME  HISTORICAL  CHARACTERS. 

It  would  bo  interesting  to  skotch 
the  characters  of  the  men  in  Chris- 
tian history  who  have  combined 
scholarship  with  real  and  devotion. 
Origon,  the  adamantine  scholar 
and  the  saint,  will  farniah  one  ex- 
ample. John  Calvin,  most  accurate 
and  reliabljs  in  interpretation  oi 
Scripture,  most  profound  as  a theo- 
logian, and  yet  most ‘intense  in  zeal 
for  the  kingdom  of  God.  John 
Knox  in  a conspicuous  degree 
combined  khe  two'  elements  in 
his  character.  In  his  old  age, 
enieeblod  in  body,  he  was  borne 
by  his  friends  into  the  pulpit, 
bnt  so  great  was  the  vehemence 
and  ardor  iq  his  delivery  that,  in 
the  quaint  Scotch  phrase,  it  was 
said  of  him  : Before  he  left  it  “he 
was  like  to  ding  that  pnlpit  into 
blads  and  fly  ont  qf  it."  There 
should  be  leading  from  evory  lec- 
ture room  in  a theological  semina- 
ry, not  only  a path  conducting  the 
student  backward  to  the  treasure- 
houses  of  learning  in  the  past,  but 
rising  from  it  there  shonld  be  a Ja* 
cob's  ladder  on  which  the  angel* 
of  God  might  ascend  and  descend, 
continuing  day  by  day  the  inter- 
course between  tho  Christ  above 
and  His  servants  below.  And  if 
overarching  the  sominary  there 
could  be  a great  sounding  board 
from  the  distant  parts  of  the  world 
which  should  constantly  communi- 
cat*  into  onr  ears  something  of  the  , 
sounds  of  suffering  and  woe  among 
the  unevangelised,  it  wonld  add 


God,  be  persuaded  men  to  flee  from 
the  wrath  to  com*. 

And  as  a reanlt  of  hia  labors,  di-' 
rectly  and  indiroctly,  thia  oountry 
is  to-day  dotted  with  proeperoue 
churches,  some  of  which  are  bow 
left  (by  hie  death)  without  a ahap- 
herd.  > 

ill  take  up  hia 
Some,  doubtlese,  would 


a zest  and  a power  to  our  scholas- 
tic work. 

I am  not  asserting  that  the  spir- 
itual and  redemptive  passion  may 
not  and  does  not  ^>ften  exist  apart 
only  thia, 


to  read  his  speech,  as  ho  oonld  not 
spoaty — it  exoited  him  so.  But  the 
courage  that  has  el  ways  led  him  on 
proved  to  the  teacher  that  he  could 
not  always  tell  when  a boy  had 
oratory  in  him. 

I am  remiodod  that  I owe  him  a 


from  scholarship,  but 
that  thero  is  nothing  incompatible 
betwoen  the  two  ; that  in  Scripture 
and  in  history  the  highest  reaches 
of  power  have  usually  been  in  their 
harmonious  combination,  and,  most 
of  allL  that  sacred  learning,  uncon- 
secrated  to  rodohiptive  purpose, 
bathed  in  it,  drenobed  with  it,  is  an 
unbitjlical  and  henco  undesirable 
type  p f scholarship. 

I believe  the  .forty  years  of  tho 
seminary’s  history  will  bear  mo  out 
in  the  statement  that  it  has  stood 
for  tho  ironic  spirit.  When  I was 
a studont  tho  impression  made  up- 
on me  by  my  honored  teachers,  all 
of  whom  havo  passod  to  their 
heavenly  roward,  save  ono  was 
that  dorivod  from  tho  words  of  the 
Apostle,  “A*  much  as  in  you  iietb, 
livo  ’peaceably  with  all  men."  I 
can  see  in  my  montal  vision  tho 
picture  of  the  incomparable  Broad- 
us  upon  one  occasion,  in  a great  and 
divided  religious  convention,  step- 
ping to  the  edge  of  the  platform 
and  commanding  a hash  upon  the 
babel  of  voices  as  he  proposod  the

[like  to  have  hit  churches,  if  the 
churches  would  farniah  oonveyanoe 
to  and  from  the  railroad  and  pay  a 
good  salary. 

But  where  are  the  ambassadors 
that  are  coming  on  who  will  go  out 
into  the  rural  district*  of  the  coun- 
try and  preach  the  goapel  to  the 
'poor,  because  the  love  of  Christ 
constrains  them  ? 

Some  people  think  that  God  oalla 
a man  to  a place,  but  if  that  be 
true  God  does  not  love  the  poor,  in 
their  humble  huts,  to-day,  aa  Christ 
did  when  on  earth  in  the  flesh;  or, 
if  he  does,  a large  percentage  of 
the  preaohing  of  to-day  ia  profea- 
teaching,  tor 


associated  together.  t Long  ago 
Bro.  S-mford  has  been  laid  to  rest; 
but  the  earnest  sermons  he  proach- 
od  daring  vacation,  while  a college 
student,  aro  vivid  in  my  mind  to- 
day. 1 can  see  those  long  arms  as 
he  throw  tbejm  around  like  no  one 
else,  arid  exclaimed,  ‘'How  amia- 
ble aro  iky  tabernacles,”  O Lord 
of  hhsts.” 

I do  not  pray  God  to  send  any 
young  man  into  trouble;  but  if  God 
would  send  such  a young  man  as 
John  Sanford  to  this  wicked  nation 
if  I did  not  ihout  for  joy,  I would 
cry  in  sorrow  for  the  man.

He 
traveled  from  fifteen  to  thirty 
miles  to  pleach  the  gospel  to  the 
poor,  leaving  hia  family  at  home — 
traveled  through  rain  and  sun,  heat 
and  cold.  Preaching  the  gospel  to 
the  poor — not  for  the  fleece  of  the 
flock,  but  being  impelled  by  the 
love  of  God  and  perishing  men  and 
women.

THE  BAPTI8T 
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tbe  power  of  God  unto  salvation, 
evidently  moaning  to  attribute  to 
tbe  gospel  an  inherent  power  which 
it  docs  not  possess.  The  Apostle 
did  not  say  that  the  gospel  is  tho 
power  of  God  unto  salvation,  and 
there  stop.  He  said,  “For  the  gos- 
pel is  the  power  of  God  unto  sal 
vation  to  every  one  that  believeth.” 
We  are  to  learn  from  this,  I think, 
that  the  gospel  must  first  be  be- 
lieved before  it  becomes  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation.  To  say 
• that  the  gospel  possesses  rogoncr- 
ative  power  is  to  ignore  the  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  regeneration; 
and  to  say  that  the  gospel  is  an  in- 
strument in  the  hands  ot  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  regenerate  the  sinner  is 
clearly,  to  my  mind,  adverse  to  tho 
teaching  of  tho  Scriptures.  Tho 
Holy  Spirit  regenoratos  tho  sinner 
in  order  that  he  may  believe  tho 
gospel  and  rejoice  in  the  hope  of 
eternal  life  through  Christ,  for  a 
man  will  never  believe  tho  gospel 
as  long  as  it  appears  to  him  fool- 
ishness. And  so  long  as  he  is  des- 
titute of  the  Spirit — in  an  unregen- 
erate state — he  will  never  discern 
tbe  gospel,  because  it  is  spiritually 
discerned:  “Marvel  nol  that  I said 
unto  the®,  Ye  must  be  born  again.” 

The  gospel  is  the  thing  belioved, 
and  not  the  thing  that  begets  be- 
lief. 

Faith  cannot  be  exorcised  by  one 
who  is  dead  in  tresspasos and  sins  ; 
hence  the  necessity  of  regenera 
tion,  in  order  that  such  a one  may 
bel'eve. 

Tbe  Christian  should  ever  pray 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  bring  the  dead 
to  life,  that  they  may  believe  the 
gospel  and  become  co-workers  in 
its  dissemination. 

Is  a man  regenerated  because  ho 
believes, or  does  ho  beliove  because 
he  has  been  regenerated!  It  is  one 
or  the  other. 

The  Armenian  view  is  that  he  is 
regenerated  because  he  believes. 
The  Calvanistic,  or,  better,  Pauline 
view,  is,  that  ho  believes  because 
he  has  been  regenerated. 

There  is  a human  and  a divino 
side  to  religion.  The  human  side 
deals  with  effects,  while  tho  divine 
side  has  to  do  with  cause. 

We  are  taught  that  the  uuregen- 
erate  man  is  dead  in  trespasses  and 
•ins.  There  can,  therefore,  be  no 
fruits  of  the  Spirit  until  Spirit  life 
is  put  into  him:  “Whosoever  be- 
lieveth that  Jesus  is  the  Christ  is 
born  of  God.” 

In  the  new  version  it  reads, 
“hat  been  born  of  God."  So  wo  con- 
clude that  faith  comes  after  the 
birth  of  the  Spirit,  and  therefore 
must  be  the  effect  aud  not  the  cause 
of  regeneration,  and  is  an  evidence 
01  the  new  birth.  Shall  we  say
